‘PROFESSIONAL (?) ETHICS 


There. are so many rich rogues escaping jus- 
tite upon technicalities of law, so-called, but 
really. because they. are rich and ‘have the price,” 
that the law, the lawyers and ‘the very courts 
themselves are losing that respect and venera- 
tion they were once held in by the people. This 
is lamentable, and, like most every other wrong 
nowadays, greed and lust for money is at the 
bottom of it. 

Every day the poor guy that steals some 
trifling thing is getting thrown in by the thous- 
ands, but how many of the big profiteers have 
been punished, or in anyway. been made to pay 
the penalty of their crimes against the whole 
people?) Why is this? There is but the one 
logical answer. ' 

The claim upon the part of attorneys that 
it is their duty to do all in their power for 
their clients is not well taken, and is not true. 
No man, lawyer or otherwise, should do any- 
thing and everything in his power to hinder 
justice overtaking any wrong- -doer or criminal, 
no matter how much titoiey the wrong-doer or 
criminal pays him so to do. 

And any lawyer who is not man enough, has 
not honor and honesty enough to forg@ financial 
cosideration for the sake of right and justice 
-ought not-—to-be allowed to practice law, and 
should quit the profession and enter some other 
field of activity. As a fit substitute for such 
a lawyer we would suggest porch-climbing, burg- 
lary, auto banditcy or ship-scuttling. There is 
also still wide opportunity in politics, meat and 
food trust ventures and other corporate piracy.. 
And incidentally it may be remarked, in passing, 
that all these latter named activities are-in-no 
manner worse than is the prostitution of -pro- 
fessional knowledge and brains to enable such 
criminals to escape jast punishment for the 
crimes they have committed.
